These  assessments  are  to  be  made  bi-monthly,  and  six 
only  will  i)e  made  in  a  year.  They  include  25  p  -r  cent,  of 
mortuary  assessment  for  Reserve  Fund,  and  10  per  cent, 
fbf  exoenses.  After  payment  by  any  member  of  assess- 
ments for  ten  years,  his  assessments  will  be  reduced  25%  by 
means  of  the  revenue  from  the  reserve  fund  in  this  class. 

Eligible  members  of  Class  A.,  who  wish  to  retire  there- 
from and  join  clasG  P.,  will  be  required  to  pay  up  any 
arrears  due  the  Association,  and  deliver  up  their  Certificates 
before  receiving  one  in  class  B.
